THE PRIMARY FUNCTION and purpose of any recording 
society is to protect and guard the purity of the blood, and 
to record proper identification of purebred animals and their 
ancestry. 

However, without sound merchandising, and the continued 
development of the kind of animals that go along with 
successful merchandising, any recording society may find 
itself with a decreasing number of animals to register. 

In breeding and developing a purebred herd, progress and 
sound merchandising go hand in hand.

However, 
the built-in sales appeal of a high producing herd, a good 
classifying herd, Gold Star Sire, Dams and Breeders, show- 
ring winners and sales consignments, are greatly enhanced by 
regular advertising and planned, sound merchandising. 

Breeders of purebred cattle have acquired an enviable 
record of accomplishment in the field of dairy cattle 
improvement and in the dairy industry.

LIN FERTILIZATION 


By Professor Stanley A, Barber 


Department of Agronomy 
Purdue University 


DRAMATIC CHANGES HAVE oc- 
curred in fertilization of field crops in 
the last ten years. Have you considered 
how they may benefit your farm 
operation? These changes have come 
about because of new fertilizers, 
higher rates of fertilizer use resulting 
in higher yields and in new research to 
help eliminate most of the labor 
involved in fertilizer application. 

Thirty years ago, almost all farmers 
were using only enough fertilizer to 
help stimulate the crop. The fertilizer 
was applied to feed the crop. Even so, 
farmers in those days were not 
supplying half the amount the crop 
removed. Today, many farmers apply 
much more than the crop removes. 
They have built up the fertility of 
infertile soils. They are applying 
enough fertilizer so that lack of 
nutrients will not restrict crop growth. 
This is a drastic change. Farmers now 
fertilize the soil and not the crop. By 
having a highly fertile soil they know 
that yields will not be reduced due to 
the lack of fertilizer. Their yields are 
higher. For example, state average 
corn yields in Indiana have increased 
from 50 bu. per acre 20 years ago to 
over 90 bu. per acre today. The same 
has occurred with wheat and to a 
lesser extent with soybeans and hay. 
Higher yields demand high levels of 
fertility throughout the soil. You will 
not get them with small applications 
of fertilizer banded near the row when 
planting. 


New Fertilizer Materials 


Fertilizer manufacturers have devel- 
oped new materials that are more 
convenient for the farmer to use. Solid 
fertilizers are almost all made in a 
granular form and granules are made 
of one size so that when fertilizer 
materials are mixed, they will not 
segregate before they can be applied. 
Granular fertilizer can be very easily 
spread broadcast and the uniformity 
of granulation permits a much more 
uniform distribution. Most fertilizers 
can be handled in bulk so that bagging 
is no longer necessary. Since bulk 
fertilizer can be moved by machinery, 
this reduces labor. It also reduces the 
costs of bagging and handling bags. 

Liquid, solution and slurry fertil- 
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izers are also on the market now. New 
developments in manufacturing have 
increased the analysis of these fertil- 
izers and reduced their cost relative to 
the situation several years ago. These 
materials are all handled by pump or 
gravity. They are uniform in compo- 
sition and can be applied uniformly to 
the soil with ease. They make row 
application of fertilizer more conve- 
nient than with bagged solid fertilizers. 
In addition to these new materials, 
fertilizer dealers are now established at 
many points over the country so that 
most farmers can find a supply of 
fertilizer as well as application equip- 
ment located in their neighborhood. 


New Research Developments 
on Fertilization 


Research has stimulated the change 
in fertilization that is occurring across 
the country. Early research showed 
the benefits of banding phosphate in 
the row and how broadcast phosphate 
was less available. This was correct 
when you were using less than 20 Ibs. 
of phosphate per acre. Today, farmers 
use from 50 to 100 lbs. of phosphate 
annually. The story is decidedly 
different. We are now fertilizing the 
soil and making it into the ideal 
environment to grow the top yield. We 
can get our highest yields now by 
broadcasting the phosphate on most 
soils. We need only a small amount or 
none in the row. Row application is 
most necessary in the northern areas 
and can frequently be dispensed with 
in the central and southern areas of 
the country. 

Fertilizer phosphate and potassium 
may be applied at any convenient time 
of the year. You do not have to apply 
it when you are planting or just prior 
to planting. When you are fertilizing to 
maintain your soil fertility level, 
timing your operation is extremely 
flexible. The possible flexibility of 
timing is illustrated in results from the 
Purdue University Agronomy Farm 
where we applied phosphorus and 
potassium only once in four years. We 
grew a corn-soybeans-wheat-corn rota- 
tion. The first corn crop was grown 
immediately after applying and plow- 
ing under a large application. The 


second corn crop.was grown four years 
later. When we used at least 50 Ibs. 
phosphate (P05) per acre per year 
(an application of 200 Ibs. once in 
four years), there was little difference 
between the two. The results are 
shown in the table. The yield response 
to phosphate was almost identical for 
the two crops. The percent phospho- 
rus in the leaf was a little lower by the 
fourth crop but this is expected. It 
dropped much less than most people 
would expect. 

We did the same for potassium using 
200 and 600 Ibs. KO as the rates 
used. The yield was maintained to the 
fourth year where 600 Ibs. were used 
but where 200 Ibs. were used, the 
yield had dropped by 10 bu. from 142 
bu. per acre to 132 bu. per acre. Yield 
without potassium fertilization was 
105 bushels. 

I present this data to show the wide 
range in flexibility. I do not expect 
farmers to apply fertilizer this infre- 
quently. However, I do show that, at 
least with Indiana conditions, they 
can. This means you can apply 
fertilizer at any convenient time of the 
year when you are using broadcast 
applications to maintain your soil 
fertility level.

What About Fertilizing 
Hay Crops? 


I have been discussing fertilization 
of grain crops where the forage is not 
removed. Removal of the total crop 
such as with hay and silage removes 
much more phosphorus and potas- 
sium, particularly potassium. While 
grain crops may remove 30 to 50 Ibs. 
of potash per acre, hay and silage 
crops may remove 200 to 300. 
Because of this removal, timing is 
more important with hay crops. 
Single, large applications of potassium 
can cause luxury consumption where 
the crop takes up more than is needed 
and it is then taken from the field. On 
heavy soils, applications once per year 
usually after the first hay cutting are 
the most desirable. On light or sandy 
soils where the soil has a low capacity 
to hold nutrients like potassium, the 
application may need to be made one 
or more times per year.

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Profit Is The Report Card Of Management

IF SATISFACTORY INCOMES are 
to be obtained, a premium must be 
placed on management excellence with 
today’s specialized commercial dairy 
farming operation. Farm _ business 
records are an important tool in 
attaining management excellence. 

With the increases in herd size and 
capital investments that have taken 
place, more time must be spent by the 
operator in actual management if he is 
to improve his income position. This 
management time is much more 
profitable to the operator than time 
spent in the routine feeding, milking, 
cleaning and other operational details. 

Recently agricultural economists, 
Earl M. Hughes, Jr. and B. F. Stanton, 
made a study of New York dairymen 
to see just how much time was spent 
each year managing the dairy farm 
business. Where the total number of 
milk cows in the herd ranged from 75 
to 124, the management time required 
per year was as follows: Collecting 
information — 220 hours; keeping 
records — 110 hours; buying and 
selling — 280 hours; supervising labor 
— 180 hours and all other management 
requirements — 100 hours. The total 
time required per year, 890 hours, 
based on the forty-hour work week of 
the average business or industrial 
employee, is five and one-half months. 
This leaves only slightly more than 
one-half of the operator’s time for jobs 
other than business farm management 
— if the management job is done 
effectively. 


Records Profitable For 
Outstanding Young Farmers 


While serving on a committee for 
the North Carolina Jaycees to select 
the outstanding young farmer for 
1968 in North Carolina, I had the 
opportunity to study the records of 67 
outstanding young farmers who had 
been selected by local Jaycee chapters 
as their representatives in the state- 
wide competition. All of these out- 
standing young farmers were under 36 
years of age and had made remarkable 
progress in their relatively short 
farming careers. The majority of the 
group started with limited financial 
resources and gave priority to investing 
the resources available, plus capital 
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Greenville, North Carolina 


they were able to borrow, in equip- 
ment and livestock rather than land. 
The general pattern was to own a 
home and a small tract of land, and 
rent (on a three- to five-year lease 
where possible) most of the land 
farmed. This generally provided the 
opportunity to start out with an 
economical size operation without the 
formidable hurdle of a sizeable down- 
payment and a large long-term mort- 
gage debt for land. 

It was very apparent that these 
outstanding young farmers had a good 
appreciation of records, and how to 
keep and use them in their farm 
business management responsibilities. 
Almost without exception records 
included itemized livestock and crop 
yields; trends in production and 
income; and investments, assets, liabili- 
ties, and trends in net worth. They 
appeared to have full appreciation of 
the old adage that “It is important for 
a farmer to know where he started, 
where he has been and where he is 
going.” 

A young dairy farmer, Frank Miller 
of Hillsborough, was selected as the 
1968 North Carolina Outstanding 
Young Farmer. Mr. Miller started 
farming in 1961. He currently owns 60 
acres and rents 300. He started with 
45 cows in the milking herd and a herd 
average of 10,000 pounds of milk and 


428 pounds of butterfat. With 53 cows 
in 1968, his herd averaged 15,000 
pounds of milk and 550 pounds of fat. 
Mrs. Miller is a trained bookkeeper, 
and complete records are maintained 
on the herd; and on all farm 
operations including machinery and 
equipment maintenance, operation, 
and repair. 


Records Important on 
Machinery Maintenance 


The substitution of capital for labor 
in the form of equipment and 
machinery continues unabated. No- 
where are records and management 
more important to a profitable opera- 
tion than in this area. Recently, I 
spent a day with a good young farmer 
who farms 500 tillable acres and uses 
$100,000 seasonal production credit. 
At the end of the 1968 year, when all 
sales were completed, the farm opera- 
tion needed about $10,000 to cover all 
expenses. The farm records that had 
been maintained did not immediately 
indicate the problem. However, a 
tabulation of all costs on machinery 
and equipment repair, servicing, and 
replacement parts produced a total of 
$14,695 in costs during the past 
calendar year. This extremely high 
annual cost of machinery and equip-

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ment servicing, repair, and parts 
replacement appeared to be the result 
of two principal management errors: 


(1) Not having someone on the farm 
with suitable mechanical ability to 
check, oil, and adjust machinery after 
each day’s usage and (2) Entrusting 
the operation of major equipment 
(tractors, combines, pickers, spayers, 
elevators, mixers and planters) to labor 
that had no knowledge of the proper 
operation of this equipment. This is 
another case history showing how very 
expensive incomplete farm records and 
poor business farm management can 
be. 


The 1968 Dairy Farm Business 
Summary, prepared by the Agricul- 
tural Extension Service at North 
Carolina State University, presents 
business information for a group of 
110 Grade A dairy farms participating 
in a record keeping program using 
electronic data processing. During 
1968, the 110 dairy farms in the 
report had an average herd size of 66 
cows and an average investment in 
machinery of $21,834. The machinery 
expense during the year averaged 51 
cents per one hundred pounds of milk 
sold. On some farms, however, ma- 
chinery costs ran much higher than 
these average figures. 

Both power and machinery ex- 
penses for farmstead and field equip- 
ment account for an important pro- 
portion of total operation costs on 
dairy farms. These costs continue to 
become greater in importance as more 
and more labor is replaced by 
mechanization improvements. These 
costs can easily get out of hand, as 
they are made up of many small 
expenses, unless a good record keeping 
system is used, and unless management 
uses these records. It must be recog- 
nized also that merely ownership of 
machinery incurs depreciation and 
interest or capital investment ex- 
penses. 


Management’s Concern — 
The Dollar Figure of 
Labor Efficiency 


Labor and machinery expenses 
measure the cost of getting the dairy 
farm work done. High wage rates and 
the use of expensive labor-saving 
equipment, underscore the importance 
of productive full employment for 
each dairy worker. Management has 
the most important responsibility of 
efficiently matching labor and machin- 
ery inputs. Management must be 
concerned with the dollar figure of 
labor efficiency. The only economic 
justification for machinery is to save 
labor, even when the purchase is to 
provide for an expansion of the 
operation. If management adds an 
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expensive machine to machinery in- 
ventory without expanding business 
operations or reducing the labor force 
on a dollar basis, the result is 
inefficiency. 

Management questions that have 
been raised (questions that manage- 
ment must answer to its own satisfac- 
tion) concerning labor and machinery 
expenses include the following: 


1. What is the labor and machinery 
cost (including depreciation, operating 
repair, and servicing) for each one 
hundred pounds of milk produced? 

2.Have I made machinery or 
equipment investments just to keep up 
with the neighbors? 

3. Do I have any machinery that is 
not used extensively enough to justify 
the costs of owning it? 

4. Are excessive repairs due to 
neglect in maintenance and poorly 
instructed or incompetent labor? 

5.Can the operational routine be 
reorganized to make each worker’s 
time more efficient? 

6. Are workers encouraged by in- 
centives or recognition to do a better 
job? 


7. Are quality cattle and well- 
repaired equipment and facilities avail- 
able to work with? 

Increases in production and labor 
efficiency reflect any dairyman’s con- 
tinued efforts to maintain or increase 
his income. As the operator, or 
manager, makes each management 
evaluation or decision, he should keep 
in mind the simple fact that Profit Is 
The Report Card of Management.

USDA Summary of Dairy 
Activities for 1969 


COMMODITY CREDIT CORPO- 
RATION’S dairy price-support pur- 
chases in the calendar year 1969 were 
equivalent to 4.3 billion pounds of 
milk compared to 5.0 billion pounds 
in 1968. 

The 1969 purchases (delivery basis) 
were 3.8 percent of total marketings 
by farmers compared with 4.4 percent 
in 1968. The reduced purchases were 
due to lower milk production and 
imports. Milk production was 116.2 
billion pounds, 1.1 billion pounds less 
than a year earlier. Imports in 1969 
totaled about 1.6 billion pounds milk 
equivalent compared with 1.8 billion 
pounds in 1968. Commercial con- 


sumption of milk and dairy products _ 


244 


was down slightly. 

For the second successive year, 
CCC’s purchases of all three dairy 
products in 1969 were less than a year 
earlier. They totaled 188 million 
pounds of butter, 36 million pounds 
of cheese and 354 million pounds of 
nonfat dry milk compared with 
year-earlier purchases of 193 million 
pounds of butter, 78 million pounds 
of cheese and 625 million pounds of 
nonfat dry milk. The 1969 purchases 
included 13.5 million pounds of 
cheese under Section 709 for school 
lunch use and the first price-support 
purchases of 7.7 million pounds of 
instant nonfat dry milk. The depart- 
ment also purchased 107 million 
pounds of evaporated milk with 
Section 32 funds for distribution to 
needy persons.

Thirty-five head, 
including 11 unregistered Guernseys, 
sold for a total of $12,388.50, or an 
average of $353.96. 

The top of the sale was Walnut 
Grove Michelle, a four-year-old daugh- 
ter of Guernsey Land Belles Onward, 
with a DHIA record as a junior 
two-year-old of 12,340 — 610 — 305 
— 2x, going to Herman Haga, Fort 
Valley, Ga., at $735. A young 
Guernsey breeder, E. Cline Brubaker, 
Rocky Mount, Va. was the contender. 

The registered Guernseys sold for an 
average Of $439.42. The 11 unregis- 
tered animals were heifers and ave- 
raged only $167.50, while the regis- 
tered heifers of similar quality sold for 
an average of $311.67. This shows that 
it pays to keep up your registrations. 
The unregistered animals could not be 
identified and were sold as grades. The 
sale was managed by Ownby Auction 
and Realty Company, Inc., Richmond, 
Virginia.

Fertilization of hay and silage crops 
has frequently been slighted. The large 
amounts of potassium removed have 
to be replaced. Fertilization at rates 
used on grain crops will not do the 
job. 


Apply Some Fertilizer at 
Other Than Planting Time 


Labor is usually at a premium 
during the busy planting season. If you 
can apply most of your fertilizer ahead 
of time, you will be able to eliminate 
or reduce the time used handling 
fertilizer. In the corn belt, planting 
date is a very important factor in corn 
production. Every day’s delay after 
the first week in May will often cause 
a reduction of two bushels per acre. 
Timing of this operation is extremely 
important. 

I would advise farmers to consider 
their fertilizer application program. If 
row application is still the dominant 
method of application, see what the 
effect would be on your operation if 
you applied most or all of the fertilizer 
broadcast in the off-season. It may 
make little difference to some opera- 
tors while it may be very important 
for others. With the cost-price squeeze, 
farmers should investigate all the 
alternatives and discuss them with 
their local agricultural advisors.

He gave a very interesting view 
of dairying in Japan and some of the 
problems the farmers have in market- 
ing their products and in raising 
certain feeds, such as alfalfa. He said 
that many of the older Japanese still 
do not use dairy products, but with 
more lenient diet rules among the 
Buddhists, the young people are 
enthusiastic consumers of milk and 
cheese. 


After coffee and dessert, slides and 
movies of the junior parish show were 
shown.

Missouri Annual Meeting 


By G. B. Secker 


THE MISSOURI GUERNSEY 
Breeders’ Association annual meeting 
and luncheon was held on December 
1, at the Sycamore Inn, Springfield. 
The meeting was called to order at 
10:00 a.m. by President Howard L. 
Rauch, Billings. 


Lendi Stettler, Lamar, Missouri 
Dairy Princess, was introduced and 
acclaimed by unanimous vote as the 
1970 Missouri Guernsey Princess. 
Later, a resolution was adopted to 
send Lendi to the National Convention 
in Madison, Wis., to represent Missouri 
in the National Guernsey Queen 
competition. She is presently a student 
at the University of Missouri, Rolla. 


Minutes of the 1968 meeting were 
read and approved as was the financial 
report. George Schmitt gave the report 
of the State Show Committee and 
announced the following judges rec- 
ommended by the board of directors: 
Homer Morris, Albuquerque, N. Mex.; 
Marvin Fansher, Roselle, Ill., and Dave 
Kjome, Westby, Wis., for the Ozark 
Empire Fair, and Jim Fish, Hickory 
Corners, Mich.; Bill McKerrow, Pewau- 
kee, Wis., and Fred Foreman, Ames, 
la., for the state fair. The judges for 
the junior show are George Chambers, 
Owatonna, Minn., for the Ozark 
Empire Fair and Lawrence Rainey, 
Columbia, Mo., for the state fair. 


The membership report was given 
by George Schmitt. This report 
showed a net decrease of three 
members in 1969 compared to 1968. 
The association lost nine adults; gained 
seven juniors, and lost one associate. 
The junior membership, at the end of 
the year, was 97, the second highest 
membership in the history of the 
association. 


The directory report was given by 
G. B. Secker. This report showed that 
the association had set a goal for a 
gross sale of advertising at $2,000 and 
after suffering some cancellations, 
ended up with a gross of $1,687.50. 
Forty-two advertisers paid for space in 
the directory. 


The milk committee report was read 
by G.B. Secker. The report showed 
that distributors in some areas showed 
an increase in sales for the year. The 
average decrease in sales for Missouri 
was approximately 11 percent. 


Lawrence Rainey presented a report 
of the Sales Committee and pointed 
out that sale prices were good but that 
our numbers were too few. He 
discussed at some length the possibil- 
ity of a joint sale with Kansas and 
announced that unless plans could be 
approved by both state organizations 
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for such a project, Missouri would 
hold their annual state sale on October 
3, at the Livestock Pavilion, University 
of Missouri, Columbia. Two sugges- 
tions made by the Sale Committee 
were that the state sale be held on 
Saturday so that juniors might attend 
and that open heifers be included as a 
special inducement for juniors. It was 
also suggested that the state associa- 
tion purchase a registered heifer calf to 
be given at the conclusion of the sale 
by a drawing composed of the buyers 
and runners-up in the sale. John 
Fawcett, representing the Ozark Em- 
pire Fair, explained about the split 
show and the arrangement for occu- 
pancy of new quarters. 


The following state directors were 
elected: Marvin Frankenbach, Hanni- 
bal, District 1; Jerry Parrott, Knob 
Noster, District 4; Norman Preusser, 
Jackson, District 6, and Lawrence 
Rainey and Johnny Wallis, Springfield, 
directors-at-large. Joe Penner, exten- 
sion dairyman, Christian County, gave 
a short talk concerning dairy prob- 
lems. Glen Hunt, ADA representative, 
highly complimented the fine showing 
that Lendi Stettler, as the Missouri 
Dairy Princess, made in this position. 


Ed Eaton, representative of Pevely 
Dairy, St. Louis, was introduced; also 
Homer Hurst, manager of Mid- 
America, Springfield. Mr. Hurst indi- 
cated that the biggest problem con- 
fronting dairy co-ops was their contin- 
ual struggle to maintain present price 
structures. The business meeting was 
adjourned and a banquet was enjoyed 
by the 70 people assembled. 


The first speaker for the afternoon 
program was Blake Hazeltyne, presi- 
dent of the Springfield Chamber of 
Commerce. He welcomed the assem- 
bled guests and talked a little about 
the activities of the Chamber of 
Commerce in promoting better rela- 
tions with agriculture. 


The second speaker on the program 
was Dr. Harry Herman, president of 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club, 
who reviewed some of the problems of 
all dairy recording clubs. Dr. Herman 
stressed the fact that the greatest 
assets of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club are the fine people who 
compose the membership. 


Leslie Peckham, national fieldman 
for The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club, Fort Atkinson, Wis., talked a 
little about the current classifications 
and stressed the need for more articles 
concerning readers and dairying to be 
forwarded to both the State News- 
letter and the Guernsey Breeders’ 
Journal. He touched briefly on the 
Anderson-Erickson promotion in Des 


Moines, la., pointing out that they 
hope to double their milk sales in 
1970. The milk is now imported from 
Iowa, Minnesota and Wisconsin and 
the sales are of 2% Guernsey Gold. He 
invited everyone to attend the Nation- 
al Convention in Madison, Wis., in 
1970, pointing out that there will be 
tours to ABS and several Guernsey 
farms. 


G. B. Secker presented the produc- 
tion awards and announced that the 
top registered herd in Missouri in 1969 
was owned by Mr. and Mrs. Carl 
Kastendieck, Billings, with a herd 
average of 13,236 lbs. milk and 627 
Ibs. fat. Second place went to 
Presbyterian Home. The trophy for 
the top registered cow was won by Mr. 
and Mrs. Carl Kastendieck, whose cow 
made 22,820 Ibs. milk, and 982 Ibs. 
fat; they also won second place in this 
class for 21,350 lbs. milk and 919 Ibs. 
fat. The trophy for the top mixed 
registered and grade herd went to 
Raymond Schatz, Billings, with 
12,294 lbs. milk and 594 Ibs. of fat. 
Second place went to Howard L. 
Rauch, with 12,139 lbs. of milk and 
566 Ibs. of fat. 


Bill Howe, extension dairyman for 
southwest Missouri, showed some 
slides concerning length of lactation of 
dairy cows and heifer mortality. He 
indicated that extension service will be 
doing some experimental work in 
order to help breeders reduce the 
mortality rate in young heifers. He 
announced that Dr. Dennis Hartman 
will be in Missouri during the first six 
months of 1970 to aid in dairy youth 
programs. Mr. Howe said that during 
the last five years, despite reduction in 
dairy population, our DHIA associa- 
tions have doubled both herds and 
cows on test. 


Dr. Harold Johnston, University of 
Missouri, gave a comprehensive report 
on the Foremost Guernsey Farm 
showing a comparison between the 
state herds and private herds. The 
results of this comparison was that 
labor and feed cost were higher at 
Foremost and income from milk 
lower, with cattle and bull sales higher. 
At the present time many long-term 
improvements are expected which will 
include new feeding lots and a new 
milking setup. 


Guest speaker for the afternoon 
program was Garland Holt, Vice- 
president of Empire Bank, Springfield. 
He discussed the sources of agriculture 
financing and problems faced by new 
dairy farmers. 


At the conclusion of the afternoon 
program, door prizes, provided by the 
Missouri Guernsey Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, were awarded to eight winners. 
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Bright Future Predicted 
For Dairy Industry 


“DAIRYING IS A ‘solid’ industry, 
and those who apply themselves will 
fare very well in dairying in the future. 
This is especially true for dairy farmers 
in major dairy states such as Wiscon- 
sin,” said Truman Graf, University of 
Wisconsin dairy economist. 


Truman Graf, speaking at the 
Midwest Agricultural Outlook Confer- 
ence on the University of Missouri 
campus, based his optimistic pre- 
diction on milk price increases associ- 
ated with recent declines in milk 
production, and increasing concentra- 
tion in milk production. Milk produc- 
tion during 1969 is expected to be two 
percent below last year’s total and off 
10 percent from the record 127 billion 
pounds produced in 1964. Production 
was down during each month of 1968 
compared to the corresponding month 
of 1967, and has been lower each 
month of 1969, than the correspon- 
ding month of 1968. Production 
decreases are occurring because output 
per cow is not going up as much as 
milk cow numbers are declining, Graf 
explained. So far this year, production 
per cow is up one and two-thirds 
percent, while milk cow numbers are 
down about three and one-quarter 
percent. 


Graf said that the decreases in 
United States milk production which 
are occurring are a blessing in disguise 
to farmers, since the higher prices 
resulting from the lower production, 
has resulted in a higher gross income 
to them. For dairymen in the leading 
milk producing states — Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, New York, Pennsylvania 
and California — the decreasing pro- 
duction trend has even greater signifi- 
cance. Since 1950, milk production in 
these five top producing states in- 
creased nearly 10 billion pounds, while 
production fell five and one-half 
billion pounds in the other 45 states. 


“We are therefore moving toward 
extreme concentration in the milk 
production business,” Graf said, “and 
will continue in that direction in the 
future.” Upcoming dairy states outside 
of the “big five” are Florida, Vermont, 
Louisiana, Maryland, Idaho and Wash- 
ington. The trend toward concentra- 
tion means that dairy farmers remain- 
ing in the major dairy states will have 
it both ways. 


“They will benefit from the lower 
United States milk production by 
having higher milk prices and they will 
have these increased prices on in- 
creased quantities of milk since they 
will be able to increase production 
while the rest of the country decreases 
production.” Graf went on to say that

although the future can be bright, 
nevertheless dairymen still face serious 
challenges and problems. For one 
thing, increased production costs are 
cutting into gross farm income and 
will continue to be an important 
problem for dairymen. 

Another troublesome area is the 
declining per capita consumption rate 
of dairy products. Declines in milk fat 
consumption, health and weight con- 
cern, inroads from substitutes, and 
price increases have all contributed to 
the per capita consumption decline. 

The import-export picture for dairy 
products was yet another area of 
concern. United States exports will be 
half of what they were in 1968 and 
will be only about one-third as much 
as imports. Milk supplies are up in 
major dairy exporting countries, and 
these supplies are being subsidized at 
prices far below United States levels. 
This will make it very difficult to 
substantially increase United States 
dairy exports in 1969. 

Although imports will also fall 
because of stiffer quotas, threats of 
circumvention of these quotas still 
exist, and pose a nagging problem to 
the dairy industry, Graf cautioned. To 
counter declining per capita consump- 
tion of dairy products and compe- 
tition from filled and imitation dairy 
products, Graf urged among other 
steps, greater research into new pro- 
ducts, and increased marketing, pro- 
motion, merchandising and advertising 
efforts. “Dairy products have received 
far too little promotion in the past,” 
he said.
